PARIS, Oct. 18.—More than seventy 
young men and women of good families, 
students irom. the Latin quarter, are 
lying in La Sante Prison awaiting trial 
on a charge of uttering counterfeit 
coins, which are made of glaas. 

They have as companions six of the 
most notorious professional coiners of 
the continent, whom the police were en- 
} abled to capture at the same time. 

These wholesale arrests created great 
perturbation in some of the most re- 
spectable families in France. One of the 
prisoners is the son of a Deputy, and 
most of thé others are sons or daugh- 
ters of highly placed Government offi- 
cials, magistrates and legal] luminaries. 

The discovery of the far-reaching op- 
erations of the coiners was brought 
labout by the frequent complaints of 
| shopkeepers in the Latin quarter. So 
many reports were received of the pass- 
ing of spurious 2%-franc and 10-franc 
pieces that a watch was kept, and sus- 
| picion fell on the students of the Law 
and Fine Arts School. 

One of these was arrested, and from 
-his story it appears that the students 
‘were enticed into the traffic by the 
‘gang of professiona] coiners. 

It appears that a number of the stu- 
dents whose remittances had run out 
were one day discussing their financial 
difficulties in the garden of Lukemburg, 
‘when three well-dressed men, who were’ 
‘strolling mear by, entered into conver- 
‘sation with them. These men appeared | 
‘to be strangers to Paris, plied the stu-

CORTELYOU TO BE 
SHAW'S SUCCESSOR 


Other Cabinet Changes Decided 
Upon to Be Effective 
Feb. 1. 


Special to the Post-Dispateh. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The Presi- 
dent has detinitely decided upon the 
Cabinet changes, to be effective about 
Feb. 1. George B. Cortelyou will suc- 
ceed Shaw as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, George Von lL. Meyer will be 
made Postmaster-General, 

Howurd Metcalf will be made Secre- 
tary of the Navy and Charles Joseph 
Bonaparte will be Attorney-General. 

The President has not decided who 
he will name as Secretary of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor. 

Leslie M. Shaw will retire as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and Mr. William 
Hi. Moody will give up his Cabinet 
place to enter upon the practice of 
law with «a Boston firm. 

Since the return to Washington of 
President Roosevelt there has been @ 
renewal of the gossip of Cabinet 
changes, but until now it can be said 
that the President pas made no an- 
nouncement other than that Mr. Mey- 
er, now Anrbassador to St. Peters- 
burg, is to return to this country and 
enter the Cabinet. The changes set 
fotih can be taken as the conclusion 
of the President thus far in advance 
of the time when he will have to act 
formally and fully. 

The President long ago decide@ to 
put Mr. Cortelyou at the head of the 
Treasury Department, and it is 
known that when Mr. Bonaparte went 
into the office of the Secretary of the 
Navy it was with the understanding 
that he would be transferred to the 
Department of Justice, where the 
work would be much more congenial.

GREATEST CONFEDERATE 


Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—‘'The death of 
Mrs. Jefferson* Davis,’ observed an aged 
newspaper man in the Waldorf-Astéria, 
“calls to my mind the first, last and only 
time I ever interviewed her husband, the 
President of the Confederacy. 

“It was a long time ago. I 
tell, you how long, but the story 
that I tell vou it was.in the year of the 
Cotton Fair at New Orleans, 1884-5. Mr. 
Davis was then living at his place in 
Beauvoir, Miss’, forty or fifty miles up 
the railroad ‘from New Urleans. 

“The managers of the fair, you may 
or may not remefnber, had the Liberty 
Bell sent down from Philadelphia as an 
added attraction. It was sent ona fiat 
ear with four big Philadelphia police- 
men watching it. The railroad that car- 
ried the bell passes through Beauvoir 
and someone conceived the idea of side- 
tracking the car at that place, hooking 
it onto a special and bringing Mr. Davis 
into New Orleans with the bell. 
‘T was lucky enough to be appointed 

the committee that was sent out to 
and escort Mr. Davis back 
to the city. My first glimpse of Mr. 
Davis was wher he appeared driving 
through the pines toward the station in 
a ramshackle old carriage with a little 
negro boy sitting on the seat with him. 

“Hie wus a very tall old man, and, 
even in his old age, as straight as a 
ramrod. He drove up to the station and 
wns received with all respect by the 
committee, and then speechmaking be- 
gan. I haven't forgotten the 
and really eloquent little speech 
Davis made when it came to his turn 
to express his sentiments at looking at 
the eracked old bell from ‘the crad': 
of liberty.’ He was the son of a Revo- 
lutionary soldier, and that fact 
to give a weight to bis words which the 
other speeches did not possess.

For the gambler, whatever he be, 
monkey or man, cool or crazy, experi- 
enced or practiced, is foredoomed to 
fail, says the Chicago Tribune. 
Gambling or not gambling merely is a 
matter of knowledge or ignorance re- 
garding the principles of gambling.

Sir Hiram S. Maxim and Mr. B. See- 
bohm Downtree of London are two of 
the latest and ablest students of the 
theory and art of gambling, and thece 
are the conclusions that they recent re- 
searches compel.
